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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 
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A holder for ass/sting in holding a paint 

container, comprising : 

a sleeve adapted to receive a thumb of a hand; and 
a retainer connected to said sleeve adapted to 
retain a handle of a paint container and allow a weight of the 
paint container to be transferred to a remainder of the hand 
supporting at a bottom of the pdint container.
